The report recommended that the 
embargo on importation of cigar- 
ettes be effected through a Europ- 
ean theatre directive banning them 
from army post office channels. It 
sugvested that if this were done the 
weekly cigarette ration at army 
post exchanges, which also supply 
civilians, be increased to “meet the 
needs of the maximum smoker 
The current allowance is 200 cigar- 
ettes a week for each adult,

Noted Comedian, 
W. C. Fields Dies 


PASADENA, Calif, (AP) — W 
|C. Fields, the bulbous-nosed come- 
| dian whose deadpan gestures, raspy 
}remarks and “never give a sucker 
fan even break” characterizations 
made him a beloved showman, died 
| Wednesday. He was 66. 

The man who was born in Phila- 
delphia Jan. 29, 1880, succumbed at 
|Las Encinas sanatarium’, where he 
had been a patient for 14 months. 
He had been critically ill for several 
weeks 

Fields’ appreciation of good liquor 
and his reported fabulous capacity 
for it became practically his trade- 
mark, especially in quips and jokes 
on radio shows such as his f 
feuding appearances with Edgar 
gen’s Charlie McCarthy. 

He was equally well-known in show 
business for his -brated ad-libbing 
Often he completely disregarded pie- 
pared scripts.

the story of his uncompleted flight 
and 30 hours adrift, said he made 
a forced landing when both engines 
of his plane gave out. 

“I was a few miles offshore when 
one engine cut out,” related Hartley, 
who served overseas with the R.C.- 
A.F. Vancouver squadron during 
the war. 

“Then I primed the other for 
all I was worth, trying to make the 
edge of an ice pack I could see 
ahead. 

“Then my second engine cut out 
and I pancaked and just barely 
made the ice. 

“The plane sank in 20 minutes. 

“The men jumped into the water 
and made for ice floes. 

“I took off my flying boots and 
parka and jumped into the water 
and swam to another floe. 

“We were about three miles off- 
shore at the time. At first we 
thought .we could make it to shore 
and managed to advance about a 
mile by jumping from one ice cake 
to another, 

Ice Was Broken Up 

“But two miles off shore we found 
the ice was broken up too much 
and we couldn't go any further.” 

Here the party became separated. 
Three were on one floe, three on 


another, and the seventh off by 
himself, 

It snowed during the first night, 
Hartley said, and next morning, 
apparently because an eyewitness 
on the north shore had reported 
the plane turni injand, the search 


had been concentrated on the wrong 
side of the river. 

Then early in the afternoon they 
were spotted, Planes dropped two 
dingies, one for each of the two 
groups, which by this time had be- 
come separated about three quarters 
of a mile. 

Hartley group got in one of the 
dingies, but the other trio couldn't 
make it. Then, after an hour and 
a half in the dingy. a rescue plane 
glided down.

Of the general findings, Adam- 
son wrote: 

“This committee cannot empha- 
size too strongly to the house and 
to the country the danger from 
this fifth column within our gates 
which follows with blind obedience 
the dictates of Moscow, They must 
be recognized for what they are— 
the agents of a foreign government 
and enemies of our American sys- 
tem.” 

During the last two years, Adam- 
son declared, most of Europe has 
succumbed to “a world-wide on- 
slaught from the totalitarian left” 
and “England is en route,” thus 
leaving the United States “the main 
bulwark against this onslaught.” 

The chief counsel said “deep in- 
roads” already have been made in 
the United States by the forces of 
Communism and “they have suc- 
ceeded in entrenching themselves in 
government, labor and education,”

Moscow, (AP) — A 10-ship 
whaling flotilla, headed by the 
well-known Soviet explorer Voron- 
in, left northern Russia Wednes- 
day for the row pam Russian 
ews: rs reported. 

Peet. composed of nine 
whalers and one large vessel carry- 
ing equipment, will be met off Gib- 
raltar by the Soviet tanker Pamin, 
which will supply the ships with 
fuel during the voyage. 


Oil, uranium and old claims to 
Antarctic ownership all have been 
mentioned in connection with the 
unprecedented number of scienti- 
fic and whaling expeditions to the 
Antarctic during the current south- 
ern summer. 

A world-wide shortage of fats and 
oil has placed a premium on whale 
oil, and planes, radar and ex- 
plosives are being used to locate 
and catch whales, 

Scientists from several nations 
have predicted that uranium—raw 
material of the atomic bomb—will 
be found in the southern wastes, 
where high ionization has been ob- 
served by meteorologists. 

Canada, Czechoslovakia and the 
Belgian Congo now are the chief 
known sources of uranium. 

The United States, whose explor- 
ations into the Antarctic have been 
extensive, is sending the largest 
polar expedition in history into the 
south. The party, headed by Rear 
Admiral Richard E, Byrd, is com- 
posed of 4,000 men. 

Britain is reported to have had 
an expedition on the bleak sub- 
continent for the last two years. 
The British conceded Tuesday 
they were maintaining what they 
called a meteorological station on 
British territory in  Marquerite

Reaching an agree- 
mente with the federal government 
over costs of the highway, Alberta 
got road crews into the northern 
area without delay and by fall they 
had made good progress. 

Started in December 

The northern Alberta veterans 
land settlement scheme actually got 
under way early in December with 
workmen clearing a road into the) 
district near Wanham, northwest of 
High Prairie, where first clearing, 
breaking and seeding operations will 
start. The only way the government 
could get the project started was 
to scrap its former agreement with 
a US. contractor and enter a new 
deal with a southern Alberta farmer- 
contractor, O. B, Lassiter. 

Essentials of the new agreement 
are the same as that initially pro- 
posed more than a year ago. The 
veterans taking up the cleared and 
broken farmland will share crops 
from the first few years operations 
with the government, who in turn 
will reimburse the contractor. After 
meeting this obligation, the veterans 
get free title to the land. | 

The scheme has been hailed widely 
as the best post-war land-settling 
scheme offered veterans by any pro- 
vincial government,

called daily, 

$9,000,000 in Credits 

Concurrently, northern Alberta 
veterans have approximately $9,000,- 
000 of unused re-establishment 
credits. Of the $3,000,000 worth of 
credits they have used, $673,968 has 
gone toward the purchase of homes 


The department has approved the 
purchase of 1,797 homes on the re- 
commendation of staff appraisers. 
The appraisers turned down pur- 
chase of another 208 homes, In a 
number of cases, houses not ap- 
proved because of excessive prices 
were subsequently purchased at a 
considerable deduction. 

During 1946 a great many curtesy 
appraisals Were made for veterans 
Who were not using their re-estab- 
lishment credits. 

Veterans taking training are dis- 
tributed as follows: University of 
Alberta, 2,200; vocational schools, 
550; pre-matriculation schools, 250;

Travelling Counsellors 

In the past year a system of trav- 
elling counsellors was inaugurated 
to interview veterans in outlying 
areas. Although this system does 
not at present provide 100 percent 
coverage of the disirict, it is hoped 
that next vear the volume of coun- 
selling in Edmonton will be reduced 
and so allow the release of more 
counsellors to cover other points. 

Mr. Proctor said that at times 
| there has been a delay of up to seven 
days in giving veterans counselling 
interviews, but time has been kept 
open for the out-of-town veterans 
so that they may be given immediate 
interviews. 

In the past year, thousands of 
veterans have had their teeth cared 
for at the exnense of D.V.A. For the 
first time, mobile dental clinics were 
sent into the Peace River district.

SYDNEY, Australia, (CP) - 
Australia’s summer Christmas was 
almost at pre-war standards after 
a shopping rush much heavier than 
last year's. 

During the last fortnight, more 
than $50,000,000 was drawn from 
bank accounts for Christmas spend- 
ing. Shops, staffed with extra help, 
sold toys, chinaware and glassware 
which returned to the shelves only 
in recent weeks. Supplies of cloth- 
ing, fountain pens, lighters and 
stationery also improved. 

A recent issue of clothing coupons 
meant to last for the next 12 
months stimulated sales of rationed 
items such as dressing gowns, 
jackets and slacks. Tobacco and 
cigarettes were scarce and were for 
favored customers; supplies of bot- 
tled beer, the favorite Australian 
beverage, also went to “regulars.” 
There is no scarcity of spirits, which 
sold heavily. 

In Sydney, as shopping wound up, 
sidewalk crowds were 10 and 12 C6) 
and one of the biggest was at the 
New South Wales government lot- 
tery office where there was a record 
sale of 80,000 tickets on the twice- 
or thrice-weekly drawn for prizes 
from $16,000 to $60,000. 

Resumption of gas production in 
Sydney under state government 
control meant housewives in the 
largest Australian city were able to 
cook old fashioned Christmas din- 
ners. 

Christmas and Boxing Days were 
holidays for everyone and workers 
in many industries such as coal 
mining will take their annual two 
weeks’ leave now and will return 
to their jobs only after the first 
week in January.

LONDON, (AP) — Heartened by 
His Majesty the King's Christmas 
day promise that “better days lie 
ahead,” Britain celebrated her mer- 
riest Christmas in eight years de-

While fierce gales hammered at 
the British coast, temperatures 
soared unexpectedly over most of 
the war-battered continent, where 
the warmer weather was greeted 
joyously by people who have been 
without fuel all winter. 

In Paris, the Christmas gaiety al- 
most resembled the lush brilliance 
of pre-war years. Worries about the 
fighting in Indo-China and about 
the future of the new fourth repub- 
lic temporarily were forgotten. 

Most Frenchmen worshipped at 


chilly churches, and later in the day | 
sat down to a glass or two of wine | 


and a fairly abundant meal, The 
big restaurants along the Champs- 
Flysees had to turn away crowds, 
but prices soared to as high as 3,000 
frances ($25), 

Snow fell over the ghostly ruins of 
battered Berlin, where Allied troops 
gave Christmas parties and played 
Santa Claus for tens of thousands 
of German children, Under the new 
“friendship” policy, Germans and 
occupation forces attended church 
together and sang carols. 

In the land where Christmas orig- 
inated, approximately 30,000 pil- 
grims crowded into Bethlehem for 
the traditional re-enactment of the 
birth of Christ. Long lines of police, 
alert against any new outbreak of 
the strife, stood guard along the 


/road from Jerusalem to Bethlehem
